Ecologists 
Hail DDT Ban 


NEW YO RK (A P) — DY)T, 
once hailed as one of man’s 
greatest weapons against dis­ 
ease and crop damage, turned 
out to be a time bomb. 
It killed the mosquitoes that 
carried malaria in many parts 
of the world and it killed the 
insects that destroyed much of 
man's food crops. 
But it upset the balance of 
nature, 
and 
sometimes 
left 
things worse than they were at 
first. It turned out to be so per­ 
sistent that it spread through­ 
out the world, perhaps on the 
winds, moved quietly into the 
food chain, resting finally in 
Antarctic penguins and in man. 
The fight against the use or 
DDT became the symbol of the 
new environmental movement 
and the decision on Wednesday 
bv the* Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency banning virtually 
all uses of DDT in the United 
States is a landmark victory 
for the environmentalists. 
“ This is a jubilant day for 
us,” said Roderick Cameron of 
the 
Environmental 
Defense 
Fund on Long Island, N.Y., ar 
prime mover, with the National 
Audubon Society, in the fight. 
“ The important thing now,” 
Cameron said, “ is to have gov­ 
ernment and scientists educate 
farmers on the many safe and 
effective alternatives to DDT, 
the 
integrated 
control 
tech­ 
niques.” 
The federal decision allows a 
few uses estimated at requiring 
less than 1 per cent of the 14 
million pounds of DDT now sold 
annually in this country. DDT 
shipments abroad, some 26 mil­ 
lion pounds yearly, are not af­ 
fected. 
Both product formulutors ajid 
environmentalists 
immediately 
went to court over the EPA rul­ 
ing. 
The 
formulators 
asked 
the 
federal appeals court in New 
Orleans to set aside the EPA 
order, and the environmental­ 
ists went to federal court in 
Washington 
seeking to elimi­ 
nate the exceptions from the 
order. 
DDT—diehloro diphenyl trich- 
lorethane—is one of a family of 
c h e m i c a l s developed after 
World War II. Among its first 
uses were attempts to control 
the beetle that causes Dutch 
elm disease and the lice that 
spread typhus.

16 Americans 
Am ong Victims; 
Only 5 Survive 


NEW D ELH I (A P) — Sixteen 
Americans were believed to be 
among the 84 persons killed in 
the crash of a Japanese jetliner 
as it was preparing to iand at 
New Delhi Wednesday night. 
Six 
persons—three 
women 
and

girls—sur­ 
vived, but one of the women 
died in a hospital. None of the 
survivors was believed to be an 
American. 
One Indian casualty was re 
ported. A farmer working in 
the field in which the plane 
crashed was hit by a burning 
piece of wreckage. He was in 
critical condition.

Kennedy's Role In 72 Unclear 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy never has 
been in the race for a spot on 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
ticket this year, but neither is 
he wholly out of it. 
Kennedy’s standing with the 
party and his future as a na­ 
tional contender are at stake 
every time he’s asked whether 
he would accept the nomination 
for president or vice president. 
Perhaps that explains why he 
never seems to fully answer the 
question. 
On 
Tuesday, 
the 
Boston 


Globe quoted the Massachusetts 
senator as saying he would 
“ not exclude the possibility” of 
accepting the vice presidential 
nomination on a ticket headed 
by Sen. George S. McGovern if 
that seems to be the only win­ 
ning combination. 
On 
Wednesday, 
Kennedy 
added, 
“ But I don’t believe 
that’s a reasonable situation or 
a foreseeable one. I can’t fore­ 
see any circumstances under 
which 1 might accept.” 
A Kennedy aide said private­ 
ly, “ You could postulate some 


considerations under which he 
might do it and you’re bound to 
arrive at one to which he would 
have to say ‘Yes.’ He also has 
said that he might riui for pres­ 
ident if it looked like George 
Wallace was going to get the 
nomination. 
“ But that’s not the same as 
saying he’s running, or even in­ 
terested,” the aide said. 
The remote possibility that 
Kennedy might consider a vice 
presidential invitation on a tick­ 
et with McGovern seemed sig­ 
nificant in that it came at the 


time 
of 
a struggling “ stop 
McGovern” 
movement within 
the Democratic party.

U.S. Bombers 
Knock Out 


14 Bridges 


SAIGON (A P) — U.S. jets 
smashed 14 more bridges in 
North Vietnam Wednesday, left

More than 230 strikes were 
flown, the command said. It re­ 
ported a Navy A7 Corsair was 
shot down by a surface-to-air 
missile during a night raid, and 
the pilot is missing. 
U.S. B52 bombers began their 
second week of saturation raids 
around the North Vietnamese 
port of Dong Hoi in a campaign 
to wreck war materials be­ 
lieved destined for an attack on 
Hue. 
More than 200 B52s dropped 
500 tons of explosives on three 
sides of Dong Hoi. Hue is 00 
miles to the southeast. 
In 
South 
Vietnam, fighting 
was reported light around An 
Loe, 00 miles North of Saigon, 
but North Vietnamese gunners 
doubled their fire on the provin­ 
cial capital. Field reports said 
about 600 shells hit the city dur­ 
ing the 24-hour period ending at 
dusk 
Wednesday, 
double 
the 
daily average for the past sev­ 
eral days. 
One American adviser said 
there is no longer any serious 
fighting at An Loc. 


Kissinger's Peking Visit 
Could Be Viet Peace Move 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hen­ 
ry A. Kissinger, President Nix­ 
on’s super envoy for secret and 
not-so-secret missions, is head­ 
ing for Peking under cover of a 
barebones 
announcement 
that 
has raised more questions than 
answers. 
With Soviet President Nikolai 
V. Podgorny en route to Hanoi, 
word of Kissinger’s departure 
late 
today 
or 
early 
Friday 
spurred speculation of a new 
Vietnam peace move. 
White House press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler publicly de­ 
nied any link between Kissin­ 
ger’s trip to Peking, his fourth, 
and Podgorney’s journey. And 
he said the Nixon strategist 
plans no side trips or meetings 
with 
non-Chinese 
representa­ 
tives during his talks with Pe­ 
king leaders June 19-23. 
But the White House spokes­ 
man left wide open the proba­ 


bility that Vietnam will at least 
be discussed, as did the brief 
joint announcement of Kissin­ 
ger’s visit issued Wednesday 
here and in Peking. 
Kissinger is going, it said, 
“ for concrete consultations with 
Chinese leaders to further the 
normalization of relations be- 
ween the People’s Republic of 
China and the United States 
and continue to exchange views 
on issues of common interest.” 
Kissinger’s first, secret jour­ 
ney to China last July set up 
Nixon’s summit session seven 
months later. He led 
an 
ad­ 
vance team to Peking in Octo­ 
ber 
and 
accompanied 
Nixon 
there in February. Meanwhile 
he w'ent on a series of secret 
trips to Paris for Vietnam ne­ 
gotiations. Those trips were dis­ 
closed in January.

Yale President Brewster 


Urges Citizen Involvement 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (A P) — 
Y a l e 
President 
Kingman 
Brewster Jr. says, “ The Con­ 
stitution is too important to 
leave to the courts. And politics 
is too important to leave to the 
politicians.” 
“ It’s a 
terrible 
American 
weakness 
to 
believe 
that 
if 
you’ve got a problem all you 
have to do is pass a law,” he 
says. “ It may be important to 
pass the law and observe it, but 
even more important in the 
long run is the active concern 
of the private citizen for the 
values involved.” 
In 
the 
past 
two 
months, 
Brewster has been following his 
own 
advice-stepping 
outside 
the customary aloofness of his 
office on several occasions to 
publicly criticize the Indochina 
war and some of President Nix­ 
on’s domestic policies. 
In 
an 
interview 
at 
Yale, 
Brewster said the Nixon admin­ 
istration has been “ excessively 
impatient” 
with constitutional 
safeguards—but he added that 
Nixon is only continuing a his­ 
torical trend toward more im­ 
perious and more distant gov­ 
ernment. 
“ There’s been a lot of buck- 
passing 
in 
the 
constitutional 
lield,” he said. “ Everybody ex­ 
pects that defending the Con­ 
stitution is somebody clse’s job. 
And not enough attention to the 
fact that basically the Con- 
sitution, as an expression of a 
value system, is everybody’s 
business.” 
At a time of increased dis­ 
tance between government and 
citizens, he said, it is more 
than a qutJ-ion of one issue. 
“ I ’m encouraging others, not to 
agree with me, but to be con­ 
cerned about the problem” and 
to speak up or join groups or 
take Kart in some other way, 
he said. 
Brewster has spoken out be­ 


fore on public issues but rarely 
with the regularity of recent 
weeks. This activism—like that 
of several other college presi­ 
dents—surfaced 
two 
months 
ago with the stepped-up bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam and the 
mining of North Vietnamese 
ports. He said at the time that 
he disapproved of disruptive 
demonstrations and was seek­ 
ing another form of protest for 
his students. 
Late last month, he told grad­ 
uating seniors at Notre Dame 
University that “ deep divisions, 
disapprovals, and distrust . . . 
have been sown throughout the 
land by the ‘if you are not for 
me, you are against me’ rhetor­ 
ic of the President, the vice 
president and other adminis­ 
tration spokesmen.” 
In a baccalaureate address to 
Yale seniors last Sunday and in 
the interview, Brewster praised 
students 
working 
for 
Sen. 
George McGovern, such groups 
as the American Civil Liberties 
Union and peace groups which 
he said had been pilloried a 
decade ago when they advo­ 
cated a nuclear arms agree­ 
ment. New forms of citizen par­ 
ticipation are needed too, 
he 
said, but he offered no new sug­ 
gestions. 


Gilligon Vetoes 
Museum Appropriation 
COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP) - 
Gov. John J. Gilligan Wednes­ 
day vetoed a $15,000 state ap- 
propriaton to finance repairs on 
the Museum of the Shakers in 
Shaker Heights, Ohio. 
Gilligan struck the item from 
a General Assembly-approved 
appropriations bill. Since under 
Ohio law, the governor is em­ 
powered to strike single items 
in appropriation bills, the bill 
itself was not returned to the 
legislature. The message was 
delivered to the Senate just be­ 
fore adjournment.

Removal Of 


Lead Paint 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Re­ 
sponding to warnings that lives 
of young children were in dan­ 
ger, the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development has re­ 
versed itself and ordered re­ 
moval 
of 
flaking 
lead-base 
paint from dwellings under its 
jurisdiction. 
Most paint made before 1950 
contains a lead base. If eaten, 
flakes or peelings of this paint 
can cause severe mental and 
physical 
disability, 
including 
vomiting, fever and even paral­ 
ysis. 
The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice Wednesday released a sur­ 
vey of 27 cities in 1971 which 
indicated that as many as 75 
jier cent of the pre-1950 dwell­ 
ings contain interior lead-paint 
surfaces within easy reach of 
children. 
Young children who inadvert- 
only eat the paint off walls and 
other surfaces are 
the 
most 
frequent victims, and the dan­ 
gers of the paint have been a 
frequent complaint 
of 
occu­ 
pants of old housing in the na­ 
tion’s cities. 
Congress sought to eliminate 
the hazard in both public and 
private housing by passing the 
Lead 
Paint 
Poisoning 
Pre­ 
vention Act in December, of 
1971. 
The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development first 
ordered a complete removal or 
coverup of all lead-base paint 
from an estimated five to seven 
million housing units it owned 
or leased. But the order was 
rescinded upon discovery that 
the total cost of such a project 
could run as high as $17 billion.

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Senate Nixes Criminal Procedure Rule 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—The 
Senate slapped the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court Wednesday and 
clipped the wings of a bill 
creating a new state depart­ 
ment of transportation before 
recessing for three weeks. 
In one of its most lively de­ 
bates of the session, the Senate 
rejected the court’s proposed 
new rules of criminal proce­ 
dure, 24-9, delaying activation 
of any new rule for at least 
year, 


It approved 31-0 the trans­ 
portation bill endorsed by Gov. 
John Gilligan, but not before 
removing from the legislation a 
provision to bring into the fold 
the state’s 13-employe Division 
of Aviation. 
The action was among 24 sep­ 
arate decisions and some 30 ap­ 
pointments the Senate consid­ 
ered during the day, climaxing 
a hectic, two-day session. The 
Senate returns for a wrapup 
July 6. The House is to reeuu

vene Tuesday, probably for two 
days. 
Rejection 
of

court rules, which would have 
applied to all courts under it, 
means the court will have to 
rewrite its proposals and come 
back to the next legislature in 
January for approval.

Jetliner 
Conies Apart 
In Mid Air 


Cathay Pacific 
Plane Goes Down 
In South Vietnam 


SAIGON (A P) — A Catliay 
Pacific jetliner with 82 persons 
aboard crashed in South Viet­ 
nam’s remote central highlands 
today, apparently after coming 
apart in the air, officials said. 
U.S. helicopter crews who lo­ 
cated and landed at the crash 
scene 
reported 
finding 
some 
bodies but no survivors around 
the wreckage of the four-engine 
Convair 880, military sources 
said. 
The rescue crews were at the 
crash site until shortly before 
dark, when search operations 
were suspended. A company of 
South Vietnamese soldiers was 
flown to the scene to provide 
overnight security. 
First reports had said the 
four-engine Convair 880 collided 
with another unidentified air­ 
craft. 
This was largely dis­ 
counted 
by 
officials 
after 
checks 
disclosed 
no 
other 
planes, 
military 
or 
civilian, 
were missing. The plane car- 
ried 72 passengers and a cr^w 
of 10, airline sources said, lt 
was en route from Bangkok to 
Hong Kong on the final leg of a 
flight that originated in Sing­ 
apore. 
The crash site was reported 
to be about 200 miles northeast 
of Saigon and about 30 miles 
southeast of Pleiku near the 
provincial town of Cheo Reo in 
the highlands.

nounced in Hong Kong by civil 
air officials.

said 
the 
Cathay Pacific plane was over­ 
due and was believed to have 
collided with a second plane 
over South Vietnam.

Ecologists 
Hail DDT Ban 


NEW YORK (A P) — Df>T, 
once hailed as one of m an’s 
greatest weapons against dis­ 
case and crop dam age, turned 
out to be a tim e bomb. 
It killed the mosquitoes that 
carried m alaria in m any parts 
of the world and it killed the 
insects that destroyed much of 
m an's food crops. 
But it upset the balance of 
nature, 
and 
som etim es 
left 
things worse than they were at 
first. It turned out to be so per­ 
sistent that it spread through­ 
out the world, perhaps on the 
winds, moved quietly into the 
food chain, resting finally 
in 
A ntarctic penguins and in man. 
The fight against the use of 
DDT becam e the symbol of the 
new environm ental 
m ovem ent 
and the decision on W ednesday 
bv the Environm ental Protec­ 
tion Agency banning virtually 
all uses of DDT in the United 
States is a landm ark victory 
for the environm entalists. 
“ This is a jubilant day for 
us,” said Roderick Cameron of 
the 
Environm ental 
Defense 
Fund on Long Island, N.Y., ar 
prim e mover, with the National 
Audubon Society, in the fight. 
“ The im portant thing now,’’ 
Cam eron said, “ is to have gov­ 
ernm ent and scientists educate 
farm ers on the many safe and 
effective alternatives to DDT, 
the 
integrated 
control 
tech­ 
niques.” 
The federal decision allows a 
few uses estim ated at requiring 
less than I per cent of the 14 
million pounds of DDT now sold 
annually in this country. DDT 
shipm ents abroad, some 26 m il­ 
lion pounds yearly, are not af­ 
fected. 
Both product form ulators and 
environm entalists 
imm ediately 
went to court over the EPA ru l­ 
ing. 
The 
form ulators 
asked 
the 
federal appeals court in New 
Orleans to set aside the EPA 
order, and the environm ental 
ists went to federal court in 
W ashington 
seeking to elim i­ 
nate the exceptions from the 
order. 
DDT—dichloro diphenyl trich- 
lorethane— is one of a family of 
c h e m i c a l s developed after 
World W ar II. Among its first 
uses were attem pts to control 
the beetle that causes Dutch 
elm disease and the lice that 
spread typhus.

paint from dwellings under its 
jurisdiction. 
Most paint m ade before 1950 
contains a lead base, lf eaten, 
flakes or peelings of this paint 
can cause severe m ental and 
physical 
disability, 
including 
vomiting, fever and even paral­ 
ysis. 
The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice W ednesday released a sur­ 
vey of 27 cities in 1971 which 
indicated that as many as 75 
per cent of the pre-1950 dwell­ 
ings contain interior lead-paint 
surfaces within easy reach of 
children. 
Young children who inadvert- 
only eat the paint off walls and 
other surfaces are 
the 
most 
frequent victim s, and the dan­ 
gers of the paint have been a 
frequent complaint 
of 
occu­ 
pants of old housing in the na­ 
tion’s cities. 
Congress sought to elim inate 
the hazard in both public and 
private housing by passing the 
Lead 
Paint 
Poisoning 
Pre 
vention Act in Decem ber, of 
1971. 
The D epartm ent of Housing 
and Urban Development first 
ordered a complete rem oval or 
coverup of all lead-base paint 
from an estim ated five to seven 
million housing units it owned 
or leased. But the order was 
rescinded upon discovery that 
the total cost of such a project 
could run as high as $17 billion.

The U.S. Supreme, Court re­ 
jected the practice in decisions 
affecting two other states, say­ 
ing it violated the separation of 
church and state gurantees of 
the nation’s constitution. 
Maloney said he thought the 
latest attempt could meet he 
guidelines set down in the U.S. 
District Court decision. He said 
several Washingon lawyers ex­ 
pert in the field considered It 
constitutional. 
The bill has an escalator 
clause, permitting the S90 grant 
to be increased after the first 
two years as state support in­ 
creases.

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Leon- 
ardu da Vinci, who painted the 
Mona Lisa and died more than 
400 years ago, seems likely to 
emerge as, if not television’s 
man of the year, at least its 
man of the summer. 
CBS announced in March that 
it would present a five-part 
summer series dramatizing the 
life and works of the 15th cen­ 
tury 
painter-inventor-architect- 
scientist. The programs were 
made for and originally shown 
on the Italian television net- 
■work. 
CBS 
acquired 
them, 
frankly, 
because 
of the 
re­ 
sponse to and prestige gained 
last summer when it broadcast 
“The Six Wives of Henry VHI,” 
a six-part import from British 
television. 
NBC, earlier this month, an­ 
nounced it would present an 
hour-long special called “Leon­ 
ardo: To Know is to See’ 
June 20. 
Since the CBS series had long 
been scheduled for five con­ 
secutive Sunday nights starting 
Aug. 13, this suggested a Leon­ 
ardo competition. 
“I have no doubt that the 
NBC hour can only help CBS,” 
said Chandler Cowles, producer 
of the hour-long program. 
“Our program is concerned 
with 
Leonardo’s 
paintings 
sketches, models and even his 
music, played from notes we 
found among the Da Vinci ar 
chives in Windsor Castle. The 
CBS 
programs 
are 
drama 
tizations and there should be 
more interest in his life be 
cause of our show.” 
Cowles’ special was shot as 
an educational film under 
grant from International Bus! 
ness Machines (for an unre­ 
vealed amount believed to be 
around $500,000) to the Nationa 
Gallery rn Washington. It was 
designed originally for use in 
schools and colleges. 
“ We were in Europe a year 
and shot 40,000 feet of turn­

hours,” 
Cowles 
said.

Lunatic' Killer Freed After 44 Years 


CHESTER, IU. (AP) - David 
Shanks lived under the death 
sentence for 44 years, but es­ 
caped electrocution because he 
was called a “lunatic.” 
He’ll soon be paroled from 
Menard State Prison and the 
first thing he wants to do is get 
some Kentucky fried chicken, 
“if they’ll let me.” 
Shanks is 72. Last year his 
left leg was amputated because 


of diabetes. “All I do now is 
watch television,” he said. 
He was convicted of the mur­ 
der of a female school teacher 
in Chicago in 1928. She was hit 
on the head with a pipe. 
When he got to the prison his 
papers carried a medical-legal 
description commonly used at 
the time—lunatic. It saved his 
life, but the death threat re­ 
mained with these words in 


Shank’s file “sentence until re­ 
covery, then be electrocuted.” 
From 1929 until 1935 Shanks 
was confined to a state insane 
asylum at Chester. When the 
prison got a pyschiatric ward 
he was transferred there. He 
worked as a porter in the pris­ 
on barber shop.

Rodeos — or rodayos, as some effete 
easleners pronounce the word — are 
in the midst of another prosperous and 
rootin’ tootin’ season, according to news 
from the chutes and corrals. There is 
no indication that this form of western 
entertainment is in danger of going 
the way of wild west circuses. 
Started more than 75 years ago as 
a form of entertainment and exhibition 
of prowess on the open range by 
cowboys from several adjoining ran­ 
dies, rodeos have become big business. 
Millions of dollars in prize money is 
distributed to winning contestants of the 
various events. Rodeos seldom lack 
capacity crowds. 


One of the largest of these annual 
contests between men and animals is

Frontier Days “the last full week of 
July” attract the top rodeo performers 
who vie for the largest purses and win 
the approbation of daily crowds of more 
than 20,000.

The effect if not the purpose 
of antibusiness propoganda and 
calls for extrem e tax reform, 
he suggested, is to destroy indi­ 
vidual incentive, confiscate sav­

and endanger 
individual 
freedom. 
Cort 
insisted 
he 
wasn’t 
against change. Continual and 
gradual changes in society are 
needed, he said, “ and needed 
badly.” There is, he said, “ a 
lot of ineq uity in our land: 
there’s a lot of poverty; there's 
a lot of suffering that m ust be 
rem edied.” 
But, he added, “ we m ust find 
a wav to do it that doesn’t stop 
our economy in its track s—a 
way tha t loesn’t wipe out the

\\ hen they arc on duty, they 
are really on their own. In 
wintertime, when blizzards howl 
around 
the observation 
post, 
they are marooned for days. 
Sometimes weeks pass before 
they see anybody else, says 
Luitpold Binder, secretary of 
the Sonnblick Society and chief 
of department in the Central 
Meteorological I n s t i t u t e in 
Vienna. 
The station is not large. It 
consists of three small rooms 
with 
sleeping 
quarters 
un­ 
derneath the roof. 
A normal shift is two men, 
but sometimes this is eut to 
one to allow for days off. 
Because of the great altitude 
of the station, the television set 
there can receive the programs 
of four countries. Austria has 
only two TV channels. The other 
TV channels received at the 
station are 
from 
neighboring 
countries. 
Three weeks work 
by the 
weather observers are followed 
by one week off. During sum­ 
mertime. tourists flock to a 
mountain 
lodge 
next 
to tile 
observation station. 
The 
television 
— and 
the 
tourists — are welcome to the 
observers as a diversion from 
their 
instrument 
readings 
at 
three-hour intervals during the 
day. They relay their findings 
to the Salzburg Meteorological 
Station via radio telephone. 
In picking the weather ob 
sc r v e r s . 
t h e 
C e n t r a l 
Meteorological Institute always 
looks first for men from nearby 
valley villages. They have to 
be 
e x p e r t 
mountaineers. 
Whatever else they need for the 
job they learn on the spot. 
While the wages of $200 a 
month 
are 
small, 
most

Carmichael Says Blacks 
Should Return To Africa

CONAKRY, Guinea (AP) - 
Stokcly 
Carmichael, 
wearing 
white flare slacks and open- 
necked shirt, relaxed on the 
seaside veranda of the Cam- 
ayenne 
Hotel 
to 
talk 
about 
home. For the self-imposed ex­ 
ile that means Africa—he says 
all black Americans should be 
here. 
“America does not belong to 
the blacks,” reflected Carmi­ 
chael, who was born in Trini­ 
dad and became a U.S. citizen 
when his parents were natural­ 
ized, “We are not black Ameri­ 
cans. We are Africans.” 
Carmichael’s militancy in the 
’60s made headlines, especially 
his call for a black revolution 
against the white man in Amer­ 
ica. lie was a member of *hc 
Black Panthers, but resigned 
before coming to Africa. 
Throughout a brief interview, 
C a r m i c h a e l expressed the 
views of many militants who 
come to Africa to live in exile 
because, as one here put it, 
“ We 
can’t 
hack 
it 
in 
the 
States.” 
These people say there’s no 
future for their race in a white- 
dominated society that bought 
their forefathers as salves and 
later thrust U.S. citizenship on 
them without asking the black 
man what he thought of either i 
idea. 
Carmichael, who says he is 
searching 
for 
a 
pan-African 
ideology, contends other like­ 
minded Americans with African 
ancestry 
should 
abandon 
the 
United States in a mass exodus. 
He sees no need for Africa to 
depend on foreign technicians 
to service and maintain sophis­ 
ticated, imported equipment— 
the Camayenne Hotel’s broken- 


down water heating system, for 
example—because of a lack of 
skilled manpower. 
“African technicians exist,” 
he said. “They are in Amer­ 
ica. ... The land in Africa, not 
America, is ours. Our primary 
objective should be Africa.” 
Carmichael, 32, came to polit­ 
ically 
isolated 
and 
austere 
Guinea three years ago with his 
wife, South African born singer 
Miriam Makeba. 


“ My dream is one united Af­ 
rica—no individual countries,” 
said Carmichael. “One leader. 
One army. One representative 
at the United Nations. When Af 
rica is united it will be respect­ 
ed. When Africa is organized it 
will be strong.” 
Carmichael spends most of 
his days “studying the African 
revolution through participation 
and observation.”

Missionary 


Female Labor 
Law Repeal 
Is Delayed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
House-passed bill calling for 
elimination of Ohio’s women’s 
labor laws was bumped from 
the Senate calendar Tuesday 
night, 
raising 
the 
possibility 
that it might not make it back 
onto the Senate floor for a vote 
before the end of this General 
Assembly session. 
The upper chamber informalr 
ly passed over the legislation 
after Democrats called for 
a 
caucus just moments before a 
vote was scheduled on it. 
Senate Majority Leader Theo­ 
dore Gray, R-3 Piqua, would 
not predict whether ii would 
ever 
come 
back. 
“ It barely I 
cam e 
out 
of 
Rules the last. 
time,” G ray, who is chairman 
of that Senate committee, said. 
" I t m ay not come out again.” 
Ohio laws restrict women to 
working no more than 48 hours 
a week and lifting regularly as 
part of their work no more than 
25 pounds. 
The laws already have been 
ruled in violation of federal 
equal rights regulations by a 
federal court, and the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court invalidated them in 
cases of firms that employ 25 
or more persons. 


A federal regulation due to 
take effect soon would lower 
the number of employes for a 
firm to be affected to 15. 
Sponsors of the proposed Ohio 
legi station have noted that the 
majority 
of 
Ohio 
business* 
employ fewer than 25 persons, 
and many fewer than 15.

But what to do with the end 
product-a fine, light green fluff,

trying to sell it. 
Go far, only one company, a 
Kansas well-drilling outfit, has 
been interested in buying the 
lint-like chopped cash. 
The David Mud and Chemical 
Co., Treasury officials say, is 
buying ground-up dollars from 
the Dallas 
Federal 
Reserve 
Bank for $10 a ton and using it 
as 
well-drilling 
mud. 
The 
ground-up money, turned into a 
thick slush, is used in the bor­ 
ing process. 
The Treasury says it is also 
invstigating selling the former 
greenback to a roofing com 
pany for use as roofing felt, but 
no deal has been worked out. 
The only problem is there 
aren’t many commercial uses 
for worn-out money. 
The 
government 
destroys 
about 2.500 tons of currency a 
year, about two billion notes 
with a face value of $12 billion. 
Treasury officials say they 
would like to make old dollars 
into stationery, but it is out of 
the question because of Secret 
Service
